Peters-
burg draw o sad pictare of the situation of Bunis,_md
of ext?jx;iva plots organizad in the army, the nobility,
among etodents and the peasantry.

(German or Court party.

The Eoglish papers give detailed accounts of a most
terrible conflagration at St. Petersburg, which destroyed
several pubiic edifices, amongst others that of the Min-
isters of the Interior and of Public Instraction.—
Thousands of people were wandering houseless thrcuzh
the streets of the capital, and to add to the calamity,
bands of thieves were taking advantage of the confusion
to plander the inhabitants. The disaster iz gaid to
have deeply affected the Emperor and caused him to
shed tears. :

An article from a Spanish paper remarks : “ Russia,
a nation of bumble ser!s and of nobles devoted to the
throne, presents at this time, to the astonishment of the
world, the spectacle of interpal struggle—not a struggle
of arm aund of bloed, but a struggle of con agrations,

In fact throughout the whole empire are disseminated
proclamations addreseed to the peasaotry and the eerfs,

It is true that herein the Government docs
p-actice deception. Experience has demonstated that
undetected crime woald run riot through all the exten-
sive ramifications of tie Post Offize Department, if this
agency were not employed, and the practice, like sira-
tegy in war, must scek its vindication in the nccessity
which gave it birth. It is the readiest and surest means
of ferreting cut crime and of separating the guilty from
the innocent. It has no terrors for the honest post mas-
ter, and is indecd the most potent means of preserving
his reputation lor private and official fiJelity. It isan
oflicial trap which securely holds acd nnmasks tbe vio-
iator of the laws. 1t is not designed to expose tbe in-
nocent but the guilty to temptation, aud 1 doubt wheth-
er an honest officer was ever tempted to the commission
of erimes by such instrumentality. Oflficials in this de-
partment are exposed to constant temptation by the
very nature of their calling, and it is because some of
them have already yielded to it, that this secret agency,
whose basis is deception, is put into requisition, oot to
tempt the innoeent to crime, but the guilty to its repe-
tion. Lo nearly all the successful prosecutions for offi-
cial depredation upon the mails, which have occurred in
this district during my fong judicial career, the convic:
tion of the eulprit has been secured through this agency
alone, and the bedt interests ot the department and of
soeiety forbid that it be dispensed with. 1t is a’sharp
sword to pierce the guilty, but a shield of triple steel to
defend the innocent. If unworthy men are sometimes
enployed to execute this poteat, because sceret system

“of espionage and detcetion, wore anxicus to secare vic-

tims, than to aid the just administraticn of the laws by
the punishment of the guilty only, let the siow finger of
public scorn be pointed at them, and the unworthy
creatures driven ia disgrac: from an office whose true
duties they have misapprebended anu whose legitimate
functions they bave vilely perverted. Lot the evils of
the system be corrected, but the system itself cannot be
dispensed with without destroying the efliciency of this
most important department of the Gevernment. Ihave
been led into these remorks by the :2vere, but, as 1
think, uomerited strictures of one o' your counsel upon
this system in his eloquent snd iwp.zsiosed appeal to
the jury who tried you.

Yecu have had the benefit, William A. Hopkios, of
a fair and impartial trial’by a jury of more than ordip-
ary intelligence, und every resource of argument and
elognence have been exhausted in yov bebalf, in vain !
You have been convicted of crimes of a most gerious
character agaiost the peace and well-being of socicty.
While other young mea were imperilling tbeir lives in
the embattled field, in defence of their rights and liber-
ties of their country agaiost a vandal foe, you protected
yourself by an cfficial position from liabilty te such
noble service, ang, have ignominiously perverted it to
the purposes of peculation end pilfering.  You had not
received, indeed, any formal appointment of post master
at the Big Spring Depot, but you had been employed
as deputy of your father, who held the cffice till his
death, and you continued, with the acquiescence of the
Governmnent, to discharge its [unctions for several
months afterwards. It was during this latter period
that you committed the crimes for which you are now
to suffer.  Under the instructions of the court you were
keld to be an employee of the Post Office Department
and g0 eubje.t to the pains and penalties of the law.—
That law is a severe one and has itself fixed the mini-
mum period of your confinement in the Penitentiary at
ten years. Should your conduct in prison be exemplary,
I will cordially recommend your case to Executive clem-
ency at the end of the first year of your punishment.—
You are young, not long inured to crime, and I trust
the terrible punishment you are to undergo, will work
your reformation, not harden you into an incorrigible
criminal. That you may leave the Penitentiary a re-
formed and penitent wan, I earnestly hope.

It only remaios to pronounce the seatence of the law,
which is : That you be taken hence to the Penitentiary
at Richmond and be there confined at hard labor lor
the term of ten years and one day, and pay a fine of oue
dollar to the Confetlerate States.
